Parts of Greece and Egybt, where he became particular- 
Iy. ſkilled in Phyſic, which he made his Profeſſion ; and 
was alſo famous for his Dexterity in Painting. He be- 
came the inſeparable Companion of St. Paul in all his 
Travels, and conftant Fellow-labourer in the Work of 
the Miniſtry, who calls him ½e beloved Phyſician, The 
Time or Manner of his Death is not very well agreed 
on by the Ancients; but ſome aſſert, that after coming 
into Greece he ſucceſsfully preached the Gofpel, until at 
laſt a Party of Infidels oppoſing bis Doctrines, they. 
dragged him from the Place where he was preaching, 
and hung him on an Olive Tree, in the Soth, or, a- 

cording to St. Jerome, in the 84th year of his Age.
